On 27 January 1953 at approximately 1915 hours MST, an unidentifiable object

2 ‘ninutes west longitude and 34° ih minutes north Latitude. ie . GE si chved 
this object in an easterly direction from Cottonwood. Ue estina ted the altitude 
of the object to be from 3,000-to.10,000 feat and at an estimated distance of 
7 to 10 miles. ‘Traveling at anvroxizatealy 350 to 400- MPU, the odject was moving 
in 2 x,arallel direction to Cottonwood on a heading of south, This strange object 
ng Viewed from a set of 8x30 binoculars was descrived as being a large spot 
light with 2 smaller lizht trailing it as a tail. Gy judging the distancs 
feom the larger mass of light to the cmaller mss, it was detezmined that the 
coject was of considerable length. it apreared somowhat brighter and larger 
than any of the stars in the area and was ofa yelleow orange color, ‘here was 
no blinking of any lights and there was no sound heard, fron the tine of first 
sighting until the object disanveared approximmtely 5 minutes elapsed, lmediately 
prior to tng ooserving this object, he noticed a conventional aircrait 
in the immediate vicinity of where the object was sizhted.
